St. Louis Women Generally 
Agree With New York 
Mayor That Plan Is Bad. 


TO CHANGE SYSTEM 


Hospital Saturday Workers 
‘Will Hereafter Remain 
Inside Buildings. 


Discussion of the “tag day’’ method 
of raising money for 8t. Louls chari- 
ties has been aroused by the action of 
Mayor Gaynor of New York in refusing 
to issue a permit for a “tag day” there. 

The Mayor's refusal, according to dis- 
patches from New York to the Post- 
Dispatch based on general prinoiples, 
and these specific ones: 


First, that he would not permit 
solicitation of funds on the strect 


by girls, no matter how worthy 

a charity might be beneficiary. 

Second, that the streets of New 
York are too crowded to permit 
of carnival frolics during busi- 
ness hours. 

Third, that he dig not consider 
the methed a proper one for a city 
as large as New York. 

Several women prominent in the work 
of the Saturday and Sunday Hospital 
-Agsotiation concur with the Mayor of 
New York in his objection to charity 
solicitation on the street, They stated 

to a Post-Dispatch reporter in inter- 
views yesterday that the outdoor solic- 
itation. feature would have to be elimi- 
nated from Hospital Saturday if the 
leading women of the city were to con- 
' tinue to take part in it. 

Mrs. John A. Ockerson was emphat- 
ic in her declaration as to this matter. 
She said: 

“Many of the ladies who have taken 
leading parts in Hospital Saturday feel 
that they can take no further interest 
in it if solicitation on the streets is to 
be continued. The activity of some 
young’ women last fall in selling tags on 
the sidewalk caused unfavorable com- 
ment and was a source of loss rather 
than profit. 

‘Some of these young women went 98 
far west as Eighteenth street, and men 
who were asked to give in the officd 
buildings, at the regular stands, would 
frequently say they had given their 
money outside. 

“Since that time there has been a4 
button day in which sidewalk solicita- 
tion was the recognized rule and a good 
many persons have said that unless 
such things were stopped, the end of 
Hospital Saturday was not far off. 

“The tag day idea originated in Lon- 
don and while they ask money on the 
sidewalks there the ladies remain in 
booths. I think the ladies here are 
agreed that the work must be kept off 
the sidewalk in future and that the 
public be given to understand that any 
such solicitation on Hospital Saturday 
‘s unauthorized.”’ 

Mrs. C, W. Whitelaw said: The so- 
Neitation of funds on the streets and 
2 cars in a city as large as this seems 
‘Oo me very much out of place. I be- 
lieve the ladies who conducted the Hos- 
ital Saturday work last year sre 
‘greed that it must be stopped, or their 

interest in the work would cease, and 
the entire affair would soon have to 
be abolished. 

“As originally designed, and as carried 
out in former years, by conducting col- 
lections in office buildings and other 
public places indoors, I think Hospital 
Saturday has been unobjectionable and 
that it ig a grand thing.” 

Mrs. Louis M. McCall said: The 
method heretofore followed by the Hos- 
pital Saturday ladies, of dignified sale 
of tags in buildings, has been unob- 
jectionable. But to collect on the streets 
fs absurd. Mr. Francis spoke against 
such a method at the last meeting of 
the officers, and I am sure he and the 
others in charge will prevent the repe- 
tition of such a thing.” 

Mrs. H. G. Muda@ said: In New 
York it was probably right for the 


they let their enthusiasm run away with 
them and became too earnest in asking 
for money. But ‘we heard very few 
complaints and received many, many 
compliments on the way the affair was 
managed.”’ 

David R. Francis, founder and for 
many years head of the Hospital Sat- 
urday and Sunday Association, éaid that 
he believed the hospital collections 
should and would continue, but that the 
multiplication of such appeals to the 
public was undesirable. 


“We feel,” he sald, speaking for the 
association, “that we originated this 
method here, and that others who use 
it are rather poaching on our preserves. 
I say this without any desire to reflect 
unfavorably on other charities, but any- 
one can see that if these appeals be- 
come frequent people will regard them 
as an annoyance. Once a year, in the 
opinion of many, is often enough for 
anything of that sort. 

“I believe people do not like to be 





stopped on the streets with requests to

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THE EXCEPTIONAL PUPIL. 

Dealing with defective and delinquent pupils 
is a problem in teaching which has been par- 
tially solved and to which much attention has 
been paid. The delinquency is often found to 
be due to physical defects, such as poor eye 
sight; medical inspection and alert teachers have 
and other methods are adopted 
to meet particular cases. It is customary also 
to gather delinquents into classes by themselves 
that their inaptitude may not hold back those 
who progress evenly 
But the public school system which undertakes 
to develop alk who come encounters many diffi- 
culties. The school is likely to become an in- 
flexible machine, where rules are rigid and 
every case has an established precedent, where- 
as, school children show all the variations of 
human nature and precedent-making is an arbi- 
trary remedy. Usually the pupil who declares 
average ability is properly placed. Regular 
attendance, unchanged residence, punctuality and 
a little energy in the pupil bring the time of 
ending school at an accurate age level. Is this 
assumption of mental equality fair? As a mat- 
ter of fact, there is no eéquality of mental 
capacity or power to absorb learning even among 
members of the same family. In the classroom 
the distinctions in ability are still more marked. 
The exceptional pupil under the existing system 
—the one with a ready grasp and vigorous mind 
—is the greater sufferer than the delinquent. He 
is held back by the crowd of average pupils. 
His time is unoccupied. He is unspurred and 
undirected. 
The exceptional pupil was one of the prob- 
lems seriously discussed ‘at the mecting of the 
National Educational Association in Boston. He 
is really a serious problem. It is stated that 
many classed as delinquents in their’ early 
schooldays become exceptional cases in later 
years, or in professional or business life. Simi- 
larly, many phenomenal students in the primary 
or intermediate grades fail utterly to redeem the 
promise of their early years. The former class 
is more easily explained than the latter. It is, 
however, a pertinent suggestion that the ulti- 
mate failure of the exceptional student may re- 
sult from the slothful habits acquired when he 
was unspurred in his formative and most sus- 
ceptible period; in fact, the machine has done its 
work in transforming proficiency into mediocrity. 
How to adapt the machine to individual needs 
is the real school problem.

She is serious in this. Though we can hardly 
believe it, she is stating conclusions of scientific 
importance, after reaching them by comparison. 

This is the scientific method. Scientifically 
speaking, politeness is a relative term. If the 
Gaekwar of Baroda, in his ordinary humor of 
politeness, were ordering a subject’s head cut off, 
as Gaekwars used to do, he might be much more 
courteous and considerate in his manner of doing 
it than we might be in inviting a friend to din- 
ner in this country. 

This is “Mriental courtesy.” Courtesy belongs 
to court manners. A high-grade Chinese man- 
darin, who is grafting on everybody in his prov- 
ince, may be so delightfully courteous about it 
that it helps to make reform odious. We have 
been learning something of.this fine art since our 
politics expanded into Asia as a school for educa- 
ting Washington statesmanship. We are Oriental 
to some extent, but in public pocket-picking and 
in everything else, cur utmost courtesy is still 
rude compared to what Her Serene Highness, 
the Maharanee, is accustomed to at the Court of 
Baroda.

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WHY AEROPLANES FALL. 

Two fatal accidents within a weck, added to 
the long list of fatalities due to the use of 
heavier-than-air flying machines, suggesis an 
analysis of probable causes for such a record, 

Defects in the machine appear to be the main 
cause of accident. Lieut. Selfridge lost his life 
in a Wright machine because the propeller was 
too near a guy-wire, which snapped it off. Dela- 
grange was hurled to death because he used a 
motor too heavy for his planes. Rougier fell into 
the sea because his rudder failed to work. Fer- 
nandez was killed because his motor exploded. 
Its construction was said to have been too light. 
Le Blon’s motor stopped while he was close to 
rocks on the sea coast, with which he collided. 
Capt. Ferber’s aeroplane “turned turtle” while in 
the air. Michelin flew against a derrick and was 
overset. Wachter’s machine was weakened by a 
rainstorm and crumpled up with him in a flight 
soon after. Baroness de la Roche lost control of 
her machine because of the approach of two oth- 
er machines which threw her into consternation. 
And Rolls lost his life because of the collapse 
of a rudder of his own invention. ae 

There are not half a dozen reports of acciden 
due to lack of control by the aviator. There has 
been little recklessness, and the most daring 
aviators havé not been the sufferers from acci-. 
dent. Storms have not played much part in caus- 
ing disaster to aeroplanes. The chief cause is ev- 
idently weak or faulty construction, either of en- 





‘gine, planes or guiding apparatus. It recalls the 


early days of the gasoline engine, when explo- 
sions were of almost weekly occurrence. Safety 
depends upon the perfecting of the machine.

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WAE PLAY AT PARIS. 

To the military maneuvers in France this year 
a new thrill has been given. From a “Red” 
army stationed at Rheims, aeroplanes were sent 
out to attack the capital. Warning was given by 
the scouts -of the “Blue” army. The defenders 
sent out an aeroplane force to meet the attack. 
Paris awaited the result of the combat with a 
glad eense that something new was happening in 
her history. Doubtless, too, despite the fact that 
the attack was but sham, there was considerable 
satisfaction in the resulting victory of the de- 
fenders. It is pleasant to win even in play with 
one’s friends. 

This holiday game may prove to be the begin- 
ning of a very serious phase of the military ac- 
tivity of the future. Aeroplanes carrying two 
men can now make long journeys in the air at 
great heights. Within a comparatively short time 
improved machines will be able to carry double 
the number of men for double the distance. Ex-_ 
periments made at the instance of the New York 
World show that already the flying machine is a 
menace to the battleship. What will it be when 
the improved machine is set flying in the clouds? 

It is to be noted in this connection that recent 
reports from Paris tell of a number of experi- 
ments made in great secrecy with a new.mono- 
plane and motor devised by Bleriot. While no 
information has been given out as to the results, 
it is believed that an extraordinary measure of 
success has been attained. One report is that 
the new machine, with 50 horsepower, gives bet- 
ter speed than the old models with 100 horse- 
power.

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DREADNAUGHT NAVIES. 

Germany has just launched a Dreadnaught to 
take the name and piace of a battleship built in 
1891 and now obsolete. The old vessel had a dis- 
placement of 4049 tons; its successor’s ig 22,000 
tons. The old one had 4800 horsepower, while 
the new one has 28,000. The old one cost $875,000, 
the new one will cost $11,000,000. The new ship 
will make 20 knots, while the old one could do 
but 14.

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EXPERIMENTING ON THE PUBLIC. 

It is worth while: fer everyone to listen when 
it is confessed that “the mystery of the meaning 
of X-rays is no better understood now than 
when Roentgen discovered them, 12 years ago.” 

This is said to explain the case of Kassabian, 
“recognized as one of the most daring students 
of all that belongs to the science X-rays ilius- 
trate.” The illustration is chiefly of daring in 
using scientific ignorance for experimental pur- 
poses. The X-ray discovery was not a month 
old before experiments were being tried with it 
on sufferers from disease in New York City and 
almost every other city reached by cablegrams. 
In the first year some of those who were experi- 
mented on were desperately hurt by the unknown 
forces of the X-ray. In the case of poor Kasza- 
bian his “devotion to science” brought him to 
death’s dcor before it was known that his body 
was almost disorganized by “X-ray burns,” with 
results close to those of the worst diseases for 
which the X-ray has been widely used as a 
remedy. 

Such devotion to science is not limited by the 
X-ray. Kassabian’s devotion made his owr liie 
the stake during the years he was experimenting 
with his own ignorance. This was scientific and 
heroic. But during this same 12 years every new 
discovery, real or aHeged, has been tested on the 
public at large by scientific ignorance. When a 
surprising discovery reveals unsuspected scien- 
tific ignorance, experiment must follow to re- 
move it. “Try it on the dog” is the old maxim 
of safety. The heroic scientist tries it on him- 
self. Hundreds of others who wish to be thought 
scientists get their pictures ready for publica- 
tion and then try it on the public.

AMERICAN AND ENGLISH GIRLS, 
I'rom the London Times. 

The English girl, on the whole, compares rather 
unfavorably with the American as far as culture 
and its application are concerned. The country 
life led by the majority of English girls renders 
them somewhat dull as social factors, even if it 
gives them that knowledge of natuure as a birth- 
right which is denied to the town-dwelling Amer- 
fean girl. The contrast, in fact, is between a 
product of nature with the most artificial of 
products of the most “up-to-date” community. 

By nature the American girl is colder and less 
emctional than the English girl, and her atti- 
tude toward men is one of unfailing good com- 
radeship. Yet at the same time women are con- 
sidered by the American men as a race apart, who 
must be placed upon a pedestal and propitiated 
by much attention and many offerings. In a sense 
the chivalric instinct is almost too deeply im- 
planted in the American man, and in many of 
his ideas concerning women he is, although he 
would be horrified to be told so, curiously medi- 
eval. 

And here again we come upon one of those deep 
lines of cleavage which divide the American 
ideals for womanhood from the English. In En- 
gland before marriage the man and the girl see 
comparatively little of each other, but after mar- 
riage the common life is a necessity, and’ ‘the 
woman must be prepared to study his interests 
end ‘to maké thém more or less her own. In 
America before marriage the man and the girl 
are excellent friends and comrades, enjoying much 
freedem in their intercourse; after marriage the 
two seem to lead separate lives. The man is 
wholly wrapped up in his business, and the 
woman when her work in the house is over, de- 


‘votes most of her energies to the pursuit of social 


pleasures. In fact they cannot really be said to 
leac a common lIbfe. 

To a large extent this is: the man’s fault; for 
he, as a rule considers his wife such a delicate 
object that she is, so to speak, put under a glass 
czsce and all cares and worries and even rightful 
responsibilities are carefully kept from her. She 
takes no active part in the man’s every-day life, 
for she is often completely ignorant of his 
financial position and is absolutely dependent upon 
him for every penny. The idea of marriage settle- 
ment or a definnite allowance is abhorrent to the 
American mind; and yet, when all is said and 
dene, the American woman, with all her inde- 
pendence, is the most dependent of women; for is 
it not he who holds the pursestrings, after all, the 
real master?

As President Bellou of the Municipal Council ex- 
pressed it at the reception to the Czar at the Hotel 
de Ville: 

“We rejdice at your return to our country, for 
it is really a homecoming.” 

Czar Ferdinand, coming tardily from paying his 
last respects to King Edward, was accompanied 
by his spouse, his second wife, who was Princess 
Fleanor of Reuss, whom he married a little more 
than two years ago. Fair Parisiennes told each 
other admiringly that, knowing the dripping of 
weter will wear marble, Ferdinand proposed mar- 
riage to the Princess no less than 14 times during 
several years before she accepted him. 

Here the Czar and Czarina were the guests of 
France. Sntertainments in their honor given by 
President Fallieres, the Ministers and other per- 
sOnages succeeded each other with brilliant rapid- 
itv. The Czar caught his first glimpse of an aero- 
plune in flight at a military review arranged for 
him at the Chalons camp. He was at luncheon 
with the President and the commanding officers, 
where half a dozen military aeroplanes appeared 
on high. Precipitately, Ferdinand left the table, 
and for 45 minutes watched the evolutions of the 
aviators as they flew about the tent and finally, 
at his request, alighted before him, As a@ delicate 
aerial compliment two aeroplanes escortéd the 
Crar and M. Falliferes as they drove from the camp 
and accompanied their train for a short distance 


toward this city. 
Gave $2000 to Paris Poor. 


Refore leaving Paris for Chantilly, where the 
Bulgarian sovereigns passed several days, the 
Cvar presented $2000 to the President of the Mu- 
nicipal Council for distribution among the city’s 
pocr.

The court at Sofia Is a strange compound, 
partly French, partly German (Ferdinand was a 
rrince of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha when the Bulgarian 
National Assembly elected him in 1887 to reign 
ever the then prinoipality), and of late years in- 
creasingly Bulgarian. 

From his ancestor Louis XIV., the “Roi Soleil!” 
of France, Ferdinand inherits a taste for display, 
for extreme ceremonial and for the most delicate 
art. So the liveries of the palace servants are 
French of the best period, the furniture is Louis 
XV or Empire, the table is laid “a 1a Francaise im- 
periale.” Princes are received at court most cere- 
moniously, but amid a quiet splendor that con- 
trasts with the display at certain better known 
European courts. 

“No one in Western Europe understands my 
position,” said Czar Ferdinand to a lady here. “I 
am very little more than the president of a re- 
public. The character of the Bulgarian people is 
strongly democratic, although it happens there is 
nothing worth calling a republican party—that 
is, a party demanding a republic instead of a 
monarchy. I believe people think mea sort of old 
Hellenic despot, but that’s nonsense.”

PARIS, July 16.—Scientists have been enjoying 
this week a fight to a finish in which there is 
some good to humanity. The parties to the en- 
counter have been a white blood corpuscle and one 
of the microbes that are accountable for the deadly 
African sleeping sickness. 

After long -study of this disease, Prof. Com- 
mandon brought the two enemies together for 
conflict. Having set them at work he obtained 
cinematograph pictures of them under powerful 
magnifiers, Then he invited the members of 
the Academy of Sciences to look at the fight. 
They responded in such numbers that the academy 
hall was crowded at the exhibition, which Prof. 
Commandon has been urged to repeat here and 
to carry to other cities. — 

The pictures are so magnified that every move- 
ment of the combatants may be plainly seen. The 
show opens with one of the fatal bacilli disporting 
itself in human blood, Then a white corpuscle, 
known as a phagocyte, is introduced by injection. 
The phagocyte gave instant battle by attaching 
liself to the enemy and proceeding to consume !t. 

In spite of all its efforts the bacillus could not 
shake off its assailant, which clung on and kept 
consuming until the bacillus was killed. Even 
then consumption went on, the fatal bacillus be- 
ing slowly enveloped and finally lost.

sentenced to life imprisonment and must pay M. 
Godard’s widow $20,000 besides. 

She has almost enough cash and real estate to 
pay the judgment, even though she worked be- 
hind the counters of a Louvre department store. 

The girl protested her innocence persistently, but 
the jury lost little time in declaring her gullty. 
As the medical experts had pronounced her sané, 
she probably would have been sentenced to death 
by the guillotine had not her counsel made a most 
elequent plea for mercy. 

The murder of M. Godard was sensational in 
the extreme and much resembled the noted Moli- 
neux poisoning case in New York, Marie Bourette 
wus a quiet girl, who lived quietly, whose morals 
had never been questioned. She and M. Doudieux 
were friends. He says their relations were pla- 
tenicand honorable.

Deudieux was seized with a headache. Doudieux 
administered a wafer he had received through the 
mail, just as in the New York case a dose of al- 
leged bromo seltzer, received through the mail ag 
a Christmas present, was given for a #émilar pur- 
pese.

for M. Godard died in a few hours, while in the’ 


New York case Mrs. Adams died almost instantly. 

The best Paris detectives were assigned to the 
case, and after ascertaining that the headache 
wafer was in reality arsenic, they made quick 
work of their job. 


It was soon found that M. Doudieux had recently 


married, much to the displeasure of Marie Bowur- 
ette. He had received several anonymous letters 
which he had saved. The writing bore a striking 
resemblance to the address on the wrapper around 
the headache wafer. Inthe girl’s room were found 
letters she had written. All were of similar pen- 
manship. Traces of arsenic were also found, the 
detectives say. 

On this circumstantial evidence the girl was sent 
to trial and convicted and now must end her days 
at hard labor.

Dr. Hawley H. Crippen, for whom the 
police are making a world-wide search 
following the discovery of the body of 
his wife, Belle Elmore, beneath the 
basement floor of his home in London, 
England, is remembered in 8t. Louis as 
a dwarfish man, feeble in physique and 
courage—the very ast person who 
would be* suspected of committing a 
desperate crime. 

St. Lowisans who remember him 
supplied new details of his appear- 
ance to the Post-Dispatch last 
night and described facial peculiari- 
ties by which they think he could 
readily be identified. Being near- 
sighted, he wore 50-cent spectacles, 
clamped On so tightly that the bridge 
wore a deep rut across his nose. So 
closely were the glasses pressed 
against his eyes that his lashes 
grazed the lenses whenever he 
winked. He was incessantly bink- 
ing, they relate, and his infirmity 
gave the pupils of his eyes an ex- 
pression of staring. 

No trace of Dr. Crippen or of his 
stenographer, Miss Ethel Le Neve, was 
found on the steamer St. Paul, waich 
arrived in New York yesterday, acc ord- 
ing to a news telegram to = F ost- 
Dispatch. 

Call Him a Weakling. 

Dr. Samuel D. Nevling. 5515 St. Loeuts 
avenue, and Emil Caro, an advertising 
man, say they remember Dr. Crippen 


- gnd his wife during their residence in 


St. Louis, and that the fugitive physi- 
clan was a physical weakling, apparent- 
ly nerveless and inoffensive, while his 
wife was handsome, with a vital, full- 
blooded beauty. 

Although Mrs. Crippen’s sister, Mrs. 
Theresa Hunn of Long Isiand City, N. 
Y., plages the date of the couple’s resi- 
dence in St. Louis during the year 1892, 
the two St. Louisans agree that it was 
in 189 or 1896; that Dr..Crippen came 
here in September and that he re- 
mained about six months as an eye and 


ear specialist in the employment of tho 


Munyon Homeopathic Co., which had 
offices in an old building, now razed, 
at Broadway and Olive street. 

Dr. Nevling says that Mrs. Crippen 
once asked him to prescribe cocaine for 
her to snuff up her nose and that he 
refused to do so.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, July 16.—Mrs. 
Mary Stout tonight confessed to the 
police that she was the assassin who 
last night killed Deputy Game Warden 
John O’Connor as he sat at his supper 
table feeding his baby that sat on his 
knee. Stout, his wife and their six chil- 
dren are all ioc¥eed up. 

The children are held in the jail an- 
nex because there ts no one elsewhere to 
care for them. 

Mrs. Stout pleads as her defense that 
O’Connor had made repeated attacks 
upon her character and that he had of- 
fended her repeatedly with improper 
proposals. 

Mrs. Stout is 42 years old. The police 
believe that her husband had full knowl- 
edge of her crime. He was arrested 
this morning after O’Connor, in a dying 
statement, had charged that Stout had 
threatened his life. Stout admitted this, 
but proved that he was at work when 
the crime was committed. When Stout 
admitted that he had threatened to kill 
O’Connor he gave as the reason O’Con- 
nor’s insults to his wife. 


Witnesses Saw Woman. 

All the witnesses who had seen 
the fleeing assassin said that she 
was a woman. Sheriff Werner ac- 
cordingly arrested Mrs. Stout and 
she broke down and confessed. She 
said that her husband had given her 
the revolver witk intructions to use 
it if O’Connor ever came about the 
place again. 

Three times, she says, 
up her mind to kill O’Connor, 
when the moment to fire came 
nerve deserted her. 

Last night she followed O’Connor to 
his home. As Mrs. O’Connor was in a 
hospital, it fell to the father’to feed 
the baby boy. He sat down with his back 
to an open window. The boy was on 
his lap. Mrs. Stout crept up to the 
window and _ getting directly behind 
O’Connor, almost close. enough to 
touch him, fired. The bullet passed 
through both lungs and narrowly 
missed the child. 

O’Connor dropped the child and start- 
ed in pursuit but the assassin escaped. 

O’Connor returned home and fainted 
and was then taken to the hospital 
where his wife was lying, and this 
morning he died.

AFTER FIRE Al 
NCW YORK PIER 


Several Men Believed to 
Have Leaped Into Hudson 
to Escape Flames.

NEW YORK, July 16.—It is feared 
that several lives this 


afternoon in a spectacular fire which 
destroyed the superstructure of a 
North River plier, practically de- 
stroyed the freighter H. F. Dimock 
and several lighters. Eight persons 
are reported missing, but the offi- 
eials of the plier hope that they 
have only neglected to report in the 
excitement of the fire. Fire Chief 
Croker believes that at least three 
or four ‘longshoremen were either 
burned in the fire or lost their lives 
by drowning after jumping overboard 
from lighters in the dock. 

The property loss is estimated at from 
$300,000 to $600,000. 

At one time the fire promised to rival 
the conflagration on the Hoboken piers 
where nearly 300 persons were burned 
to death and costly shipping was de- 
stroyed.

Crew Fights in Vain. 

The blaze was discovered shortly 
after the noon hour on the river end 
of Pier l4, North River, occupied by 
the Metropolitan Steamship Company, 
plying between this port and Boston. At 
the time the passeriger steamship Har- 
vard, of this line, formerly owned by 
Charles W. Morse, was lying at the, 
south side of the pier. The crew of 
the Harvard tried to extinguish the 
blaze but the fire got beyond their con- 
trol and nearly half an hour later a 
city fire alarm box waa pulled. 

The pler was piled high with bales of 
cotton and other inflammable freight 
and by the time the alarm was sound- 
ed the entire south side of Pier 14, 
which extends from Fulton street to Ve- 
sey street was ablaze. A second and a 
third alarm was sent in and all the 
available fire-fighting apparatus below 
Fourteenth street, with four fire boats, 
were sent to the scene. The fire ap- 
peared so dangerous when Chief Cro- 


ered the advisability of summoning all 
the fire-fighting apparatus below Fifty- 
ninth street, 


Fourth Alarm Sounded. 


As it was, Croker sent in’ a fourth 
alarm, bringing all the reserve engines 
and crews of the downtown district, 
and in two hours the fire was practical- 
ly controlled. 

The cause of the fire as reported 
was that a match, cigar, or cigarette 
had been thrown into waste at the 
river end of the shed. 

The Harvard was backed into the 
Hudson when its apparatus failed to 
subdue the fire on the pier and was 
towed to safe anchorage. She suffered 
but a slight scorching and steamed for 
Boston at 5 o'clock.

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Republican Leaders Openly Announce Fight on) 


Executive and Boss Howe and De- 
clare Terminal Will Be Issue 





Henry W. Kiel, chairman of the Re- 
publican city committee, and Otto F. 
Stifel, his chief ally, declared war yes- 
terday on Mayor Kreismann, who is 
aligned with Jeptha D. Howe in his 
fight on the committee for party con- 
trol at the primaries Aug. 2 The 
Terminal Association’s Ranken Tract 
bill, favored by the Mayor and opposed 
by Stifel, is to be the chief issue of the 
conflict. 

Until recently the ‘“‘regular’’ leaders, 
though more or less openly opposing 
Howe, have avoided a breach with the 
Mayor. That such a breach was in- 
evitable first appeared in Stifel’s in- 
terview, published exclusively in 
Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch, in which 
Stifel told how he meant to retire from 
politics, but hoped first to defeat Howe 
so decisively ‘“‘that he will never be 
heard of again.’’ He told in the inter- 
view of Howe's ambition to be ‘“‘depu- 
ty mayor,” and while not saying in 
so many words that Howe had dom- 
inated Mayor Kreismann, he indicated 
where, In his opinion, the Mayor stood. 

Matters progressed rapidly in the 
last three days and yesterday Stife! 
and Kiel made statements showing 
their antagonism to the Mayor and 


pointing to the Terminal bill, defeated 
in the present Assembly, as the cause 
cf the break and the issue of future 
strife. 


Are Willing to Fight. 


Stifel declared to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the Mayor and Howe 
are trying to control the City Com- 
mittee, in order to nominate in 1911 
a House and Council ticket favorable 
to the Terminal Association. He an- 
ncunced that he would speak at a 
meeting in his ward, the Second, next 
Friday night, and would show how 
the Terminal bill figured in the pres- 
ent fight. ) 

Kiel said: “Mayor Kreismann was 
the aggressor, not we. Now that he 
has shown his hand, we are ready for 
We are willing to accept 
the Terminal bill as an issue.” 

The Mayor's act of aggression, as 
Kiel regarded it, was the appear- 
ance of Robert Burkham, the Mayor’s 
secretary, in the Seventh Ward as 
a supporter.of Gus Frey, who is op- 
posing Henry C. Neun for member- 
ship on the committee. Frey is sup- 
ported by John B. Owen and 1s. op- 
posed by Kiel and Stifel. 

It was also through the Mayor’s 
action, the “regulars” charge, that 
the Terminal bill became an issue in 
the coming primary fight for control 
of the committee. Joseph B. Thomas, 
“insurgent” committeeman from the 
Twenty-eighth Ward and supporter 
of Howe and the Mayor, is said by 
Stifel to have made a significant 
Statement at Republican headquar- 
ters. 

Stifel gave out for publication the fol- 
lowing abstract of Thomas’ statement: 
He says the Mayor is not opposed 
to Kiel—that he is opposed to Stifel, 
because Stifel fought the Terminal 
bill, the Mayor's pet measure. That 
Stifel went so far as to telegraph te 
‘his’ member of the House of Dele- 
gates to vote against the Terminal

Howe Friendly to Railroads. 

Thomas made the statement at head- 
quarters during an argument with 
Henry L. Weeke and others.

The “regulars” will charge the May- 
or and Howe .with working for the 
passage of the Terminal bill, without 
any provision for the abolition of the 
bridge arbitrary.

“I am going to make a speech at 
North St. Louis Turner Hall, in the 
Second Ward, Friday night, in which 
I will discuss the issues in this fight,”’ 
said Stifel. ‘I will discuss the Termi- 
nal question and show that it is the 
real cause of the fight that is being 
made on the organization. 

“I was opposed to the Terminal’s 
Ranken tract bill. I did send a tele- 
gram from New York to St. Louis to a 
friend of mine, expressing my views on 
the question. I did not send it to Dele- 
gate Samel, who represents my ward.

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LONDON POLICE COMPLETELY 
BAFFLED BY DR. CRIPPEN

| LONDON, July 16—Dr. Hawley Har 
very Crippen and his typist, Ethel Le- 
i/neve, have so far completely baffled 
ithe London police. The only fresh dis- 
' covery today has enabled the date of 
‘the murder of his wife to be fixed. It 
has been proved that Mrs. Crippen, for- 
i merly Belle Elmore, dined with a weil- 
known music hall artist in the West 
End Jan. 31, going home quite late. 

It was Feb. 2 the letter, purporting 
to come from her was received by 
the Music Hall Guild. That letter an- 
nounced her journey to America. It 
has been established as a forgery. 

The police calculate that Crippen 
had with him when he disappeare. 
last Saturday $210 as well as his 
wife's jewelry, which was of consid- 
erable value. They think he has 
ar.ple funds to last him for some time. 
They now favor the theory that he 
is not in London, but has escaped 
abroad. But they are really without 
any clue, 

One of the Sunday newspapers _re- 
ports that a man was detained at Bir- 
mingham last night In connection with 
the case, but this has not been con- 
firmed. 

Another paper publishes the fac- 
simile of an envelope of a registered 
letter posted to Crippen from Croydon, 
a short distance from London, July 14. 
The paper says that the letter was de- 
livered at Crippens office in Craven 
House and that the contents were with- 
Grawn. The envelope partly destroyed 
was subsequently found some miles dis- 
tant at a spot in London hitherto un- 
connected with the crime, proving that 
either Crippen is still in London or a 
confederate is receiving the letters in 
his behalf. 

The Coroner’s inquest has been 
fixed for Monday, but owing to the 
condition of the body found it can 
only be presumed to be that of Mrs. 
Crippen. 

On account of the red tape for- 
malities between the foreign office 
end foreign governments it is .only 
today that the Continental police 
‘were notified officially of Crippen’s 
flight. So thanks to that he has had 
a couple of days clear run, if he has 
gone to the Continent. 

When the Post-Dispatch 
York World correspondent informed 
the Scotland Yard ~ authorities of 
the Montreal Standard’s report that 
it was believed Crippen had land- 
ed there, the police had heard nothing 
of it. The Montreal police were imme- 
diate'y cabled to make all possible ef- 
forts to verify the report.

that the police had information tonight 
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that Dr. Crippen had been seen at 
Dieppe, having been identified aboard a 
steamer there. He-is said to be well 
known there, as he was a frequent pas- 
senger across the channel. An active 
search is now being made in Dieppe 
and also in Paris. 


Tonight Scotland Yard issued illus- 
trated posters with portraits and de- 


scriptions of Dr. Crippen and Miss 
Ethel Clara Le Neve, the typist, and 
also fac similes of their handwriting. 
These are to be distributed through- 
out the provinces here, and copies will 
be sent to the Continent and also to 
America. 

The police admit they are very 
anxious about the inquest. Monday’s 
inquiry will be probably only a formal 
opening. The detectives fear they 
may not be able to establish legally 
that the body is that of Mrs. Crippen, 
although they have not any doubt. 
There is no clew to its identification 
remaining on the body to show that it 
was once Belle Elmore. 

The mystery continues to excite in- 
tense interest and great impatience is 
expressed with the police that they let 
Dr. Crippen escape. It cannot be un- 
derstood why the detectives should have 
been willing to accept his word that 
he would not disappear. Public opinion 
is that when the police had reached the 
point that they required such a promise 
men should have been detalfled to keep 
him under observation. 

In an effort to regain something of 
their lost prestige the police have taken 
the unusual step of appealing to Miss 
Le Neve to give herself up and disclose 
the whereabouts of the doctor. This 
step, however, is being laughed at by 
the public. The friends of the young 
woman are hoping that the typist, who 
is believed not to have been concerned 
in any crime, will surrender and clear 
herself.

MUSKOGEE, Ok., July 16.—When Ev- 
erett Olden puiled the trigger of a shot- 
gun, placed against Jacob Winkler’s 
breast, in accordance with a role he 
was playing in an amateur drama here, 
he played a part in an actual tragedy 
more dramatic than the mimic climax 
he intended to portray. EB. D. Booker 
is in jail, accused of having placed a 
shell in the gun Olden used in the act. 
Olden declares the weapon was not 
loaded when he examined it a moment 
before he carried it on the stage. It 
was handed to him by Booker. 

Relatives of Winkler declare he and 
Booker had quarreled over a girl. Al- 
though Olden and Winkler seemed to be 
inseparable chums before the shooting, 
Olden was arrested on a charge of con- 
spiracy to kill after Winkler’s father 
learned he had been much in Booker’s 
company recently. 

Winkler was killed at an entertain- 
ment of the Stone Bluff Literary’ So- 
ciety. Winkler and Olden often re- 
hearsed their parts in the play that was 
to be given. Olden declares he was 
careful always to exumine the shotgun 
he used on the stage before he engaged 
in his act. 

“Jake and I had a secret that we 
agreed never to tell; Jake has died with 
it and so will I,” said Booker on the 
witness stand at a preliminary trial. 
Booker was held to the District Court 
charged with manslaughter. Olden was 
discharged. Booker is married and 
Winkler was single. 

Booker admitted that he had handled 
the gun which contained the fatal 
charge. j 

House Was Crowded, 

The country schoolhouse at Stone 
Bluff was crowded Wednesday even- 
ing when the play was begun. The 
audience was intent upon the scene, 
wherein, at the click of the trigger on 
the shotgun, Winkler was to fall to the 
floor. When the climax of the scene 
was reached Olden reised the weapon 
level with Winkler’s breast. 

Olden fell back in the same affright 
as the audience when an explosion re- 
verberated through the little hall and 
Winkler was sent reeling half across the 
stage with a charge of buckshot in his 
body. The entertainment was ended 
abruptly. 

Winkler’s father has been active in 
obtaining evidence to prove his son was 
the victim of a plot. Booker took Olden 
to jail at Wagoner, advising him to 
surrender to the Sheriff. Olden, how- 
ever, was not placed in jail and Kink- 
ler‘s relatives made no complaint 
against him. The coroner's jury arrived 
at a verdict that Winkler’s death was 
due to “the accidental discharge of a 
shotgun in the hands of Olden.” 


NOVICE AVIATORS WORK ON

Many of the people who call at the 
Postoffice are of the opinion that the 
enactment of the postal savings law 
at once turned every postoffice into a 
bank. Some of them say they want to 
put their money in a bank owned and 
controlled by Uncle Sam, whom they 
seem to think is reliable, although they 
have never had faith enough in any 
other banker to intrust him with the 
care of their money. 

The would-be depositors are told that 
due notice will be given when the postal 
savings bank is ready for business in 
St. Louls.

ting. 

Then at 7 o’clock Paul arose and 
walked to the breakfast table. He 
raised his arms almost as freely as 
before the malady attacked him.

The family lives in a Httle cottage 
at Twelfth street and Freemont ave- 
nue.

When the e¢hijdren 
had the measles no medicines were 
used; the father and mother pray 
and the boys recovered. 

When the father had malaria he and 
Mrs. Bell and the brethren in the 
church “agreed in prayer” and health 
returned.

So appetizing was this program, 
that the receivers, on taking over 
the property of the companies, found 
that Gardner and his agents, starting 
on $1500 of borrowed money, had col- 
lected, in actual cash or in notes se- 
enred by deeds of trust, within the 
space of 13 months, the astonishing 
sum of almost $300,000. Besides this, 
the companies had more than half a 
niillion dellars in installment notes 
for the purehase of stock. 

But the receivers also found that, 
of this sum, only $1469 in actual cash 
was in banks to the credit of the com- 
panies, and that Gardner, according 
to the books, had received $170,399 in 
cash under the guise of “commis- 
sions and organization expenses.’ 
During four grilling’ sessions last 
week before Referee Henry §. Caul- 
field, Gardner attempted to explain 
why he should not refund this sum 
to the cempanies. 

According to Gardner's recital, his dif- 
ficulties began with the entrance into 
the cempanies of Walter J. Miller, presi- 
dent of the First National Bank at La- 
mar, Mo. Gardner pictures Miller as 
the evil genius of Coudrey, himself and 
the companies. 

Hewever, Ooudrey and Gardner were 
both delighted when Miller, paying $5000 
in cash fer stock, entered the companies 
as a director. But Miller, casting his 
eye upon the $600-a-month job of Con- 
greasman Coudrey and finding it good, 
determined to seize it for himself, Gard- 
ner testified. 


Miller Selected Gardner 


to Force Coudrey Out. 


S the instrument for attaining his 
ambition, Miller employed Gard-

NEW YORK, July 16.—The first regu- 
lar trip of the monorail street car sys- 
tem between Bartow-on-the-Sound and 
City Island ended with a wreck in 
which 20 or more persons were injured 
this afternoon, some of them very s¢e- 
riously. 

The superstructure of the top and 
bottom structure, through which the 
ear shoots, gave way on a curve and 
the car stopped short with a terrific 
shock and then fell over on its side. 
The 47 passengers were hurled into a 
tangle at the front of the car. The 
seats on the upper side of the car, as 
it turned, were wrenciied loose and fell

The car was in charge of Howard H. 
Tunis, chief engineer of the company 
which manufactures the monorail, and 
its inventor. Tunis was injured. He 
was assisted by D. R. Brown, an elec- 
trician of Ithaca, N. Y. 

It was the first attempt to install a 
monorail system in America. A _ test 
trip was made yesterday afternoon, 
covering the five miles from Bartow to 
City Island and return, in seven min- 
utes. Today the car was running at 
a rate of 4 miles an hour.

There can be no doubt that the 
prize will be striven for very early 
in the season during which the of- 
fer is to stand. This summer has 
seen an unprecedented activity in 
aeronautical matters. 

The last two weeks have seen 
meets at Montreal and Toronto, at 
Atlantic City and Detroit; they have 
Seen arrangements made for meets 
at Pittsburg, Clementon, N. J., and 
Ashbury Park; they have seen the 
fixing of the date for the interna- 
tional meet at Garden City, and they 
have seen gallant attempts at rec- 
ords, 

All this menns that the $30,000 prize 
for a flight of 1000 miles tn 100 hours 
could not have been offered at a 
time when more aviators would turn 
eagerly to plans for capturing it, or at 
a time when more of them weuld 
eagerly seek its capture without de- 
lay.

He 
told it to tillustrate how 
change contact with Grecian culture 
and absorption of Grecian literature 
can work in a man. 

He Has Hepes for World, 

Duncan doesn’t think much of the 
world as at present constituted. He 
is rather low in his mind about what 
will happen to it, {f it doesn’t about 
face and accept his back-to-nature 
and back-to-Athens Ideas. But he 
has not abandoned hope.= He ex- 
pects in time to see all of us wear- 
ing flowing Grecian draperies and 
thonged sandals, woven and dyed and 
tanned by ourselves, and building our 
own houses and gathering and cook- 
in= our own food. Under his sys- 
tem,- every child more than 5 years 
old would become self-supporting, he 
declares. 

Simple as can be, you Know. All 
that’s necessary is to do as the 
Greeks did. 

“Music and dancing are the chief 
agents in -the formation of charac- 
ter,” Duncan explained “Children 
should be taught these things be- 
fore they are taught to spell.

Deaths of Babies Costly, 

It ts a dreadful mistake so to think. 
It costs in money five times as much to 
kill the babies as it would to save them. 
Three thousand dollars put into pure 
milk would have saved the 949 babies 
that died In St. Louis in June, July, 
August and September of last year. 
But the $3000 was lacking and the mu- 
nicipality paid $15,000 to bury them.

Pure Milk Would Save Them, 
With his assistants from the School 


of Social Economy Dr. Mangold went 
to the bottom of every case he investi- 
gated. He himself visited 625 homes in 
the congested districts where babies 
had died and learned first hand the 
real causes that had brought about 
their demise. 

‘The strangest thing I learned,” Dr. 
Mangold told a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“was that by far the bigger percentage. 
of these infants should not have died 
at all. There was no real reason why 
they should have died; no sensible cause 
for their deaths.. They wasted away 
from want of pure milk or else died 
from the effects of bad milk. 

“There is no doubt whatever in my 
mind but that proper feeding would 
have saved these babies. Yet I have 
learned that it cost the city $15,000 
to bury them. 

One Baby in Four Dies. 

“Of every four babies that are born 
In St. Louis one dies before it is 
years old. The physicians’ certificate 
will tell you that the baby died from 
intestinal disease, from weakness, de- 
bility or inanition. But that is not 
the real, true story of the baby’s 
pitiful and uncalled for end. 

“What caused the intestinal disease, 
the weakness, the debility and the in- 
anition? Nothing whatever except im- 
proper feeding or no feeding. 

“Of all the infants that die in the 
city a full quarter come to their end as 
the result of intestinal disease. In the 
better residential districts the ratio is 
less but in the congested districts it is 
proportionately larger. And the intes- 
tinal disease is due directly to improper 
feeding—to bad milk or to no milk. 


Improper Feeding Brings Death, 
“A second quarter of the deaths are 


due to weakness, debility and inanition, 
according to the physicians’ certificates. 
But the cause which produced these Ills 
was the same as that responsible for 
the deaths of the babies from intestinal 
diseases—improper feeding... From the 
mothers and the others I learned what 
the baby had been fed and how it had 
suffered for lack of proper feeding. 
“We are endeavoring to educate 
the mothers how to feed their babies. 
We investigate the manner of feed- 


ing and the kind of food given to the 
infants. The mothers can be taught 


to feed their babies nothing but 
proper, pure milk. The furnishing of 
the supply is a matter that must be 
attended to by philanthropists or the 
citizens themselves. 

“The greater number of the babies 
that die can be saved, Of that I am 
certain. All that is necessary is to 
teach the mother how to feed the 
baby and get the feed for her if she 
cannot get it herself. 

“How much good has been done so 
far we cannot say now. We only in- 
vestigated the deaths, but now we 
are investigating the results of prop- 
er feeding as well.

more strongly favored. One 


writer suagested that former Gov. 
David R. Francis would be more 
accevtable and another thought 
Senator W. J. Stone could poll 
more votes. Parts of the letters 
follow: 

William H. Dunphy, Walla Walia, 
Wash., National Committee: Folk is 
recognized by the constituency at large 
as one of the leading national charac- 
ters of the republic and has a host of 
warm, friends and ardent supporters liv- 
ing in this State. The Democratic par- 
ty has many able men fitted to dis- 
charge the duties of President, any 
one of whom would do honor to the 
party and nation, but the time is not 
opportune to say who that leader will 
be. 

George P. Wright, Tacoma, Wash., 
State Committee: I believe that, while 
there is no adverse sentiment, Gov. Folk 
is not looked on as the best that could 
be put forward. The nominee is expect- 
ed here to be Harmon of Ohio or Gay- 
nor of New York. 

Stone 1s Suggested. 


Tate Brady, Oklahoma, National 
Committee: Oklahoma in my opinion 
will not have a favorite son candidate 
for President this year, neither do I be- 
lieve that there is any considerable 
amount of sentiment in Oklahoma for 
Joseph W. Folk, but on the contrary 
there is a great deal of sentiment for 
William Joel Stone, as his admirers are 
legion among the Democracy of Okla- 
homa. 

J. B. Thompson, Oklahoma, State 
Committee: I believe the Democrats of 
the State of Oklahoma will favor the 
nomination of Judson Harmen ef Ohio 
in 1912. 

John T, McGraw, West Virginia, 
National Committee: The sentiment at 
the present time here is for the nomi- 
ration of Gov. Harmon of Ohio as the 
first choice, and many of our people 
would take pleasure in supporting Gov. 
Francis, if, as you suggest, the for- 
tunes of war for any reason should 
eliminate Gov. Harmon as the Demo- 
cratic candidate, 


Nathan Cole, California, National 
Committee: In the next convention, I 


predict, California will go uninstructed. 
Former Gov. Folk of Missouri is strong 
in California and with an uninstructed 
deelgation would receive the votes of 
part of the delegation.

A cortege of 80 mourners attended 
Cook’s funeral yesterday afternoon in 
Madison. Cook was, to all appearances, 
just a plain dog, but he was a dog 
with a personality, and he had a way 
of making friends, so that when he 
came to a tragic end under the wheels 
of a street car there was.genuine grief.

Cook was the beloved property of 
Edna Adams, 14 years old.

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SPEAKER CANNON 


OVERCOME DURING 


| KANSAS SPEECH 


Rides 30 Miles in Auto After 
Being Stricken and Speaks 
for Tariff. 
ENEMIES 


TALKS OF 





Declares He Quarrels Only 
“With Little Knot of In- 
Surgents” in House. 





By Associated Press. 
WINFIELD, Kan., July 16.—Joseph 


G. Cannon, Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, collapsed here this 
afternoon on the Chautauqua plat- 
form after speaking for one hour and 
three-quarters. The day was in- 
tensely hot, the temperature is re- 
ported as being 106 degrees. 

Prompt aid prevented him from 
fainting, but he was unable to con- 
tinue his speech and, speaking with 
the greatest difficulty, he begged 
the audience to excuse him. The in- 
tense heat affected him and brought 
on the sudden sinking spell. Ice 
water and fresh air partially re- 
vived him and, he haltingly thanked 
the audience for listening to him for 
80 great length of time. 

Able to Leave Winfiejd. 

After a few hours’ rest, €peaker 
Cannon left Winfield for Arkansas 
City, where Congressman Philip 
Campbell was to speak tonight. Con- 
gressman Campbell had met the 
Speaker here this morning. As he 
departed, Speaker Cannon declared 
he was “not a bit sick.” His de- 
parture tonight was in opposition to 
the advice of physicians, who urged 
him to abandon his Kansas trip. The 
Speaker said he would decide that 
point tomorrow . 

Speaker Cannon. spoke at Arkansas 
City, after riding 30 miles in an auto- 
mobile across country. He spoke from 
the auto on the tariff bill, and gave his 
| attention, briefly, to Senator ‘Bristow 
and the “insurgents” in Congress. He 
denounced their policy and said Sena- 
tor Bristow ‘was seeking notoriety. 

In the way of a reply to an address 
by Senator Bristow a week ago, Speak- 
er Cannon disputed emphatically state- 
ments made by the Senator. 

During the latter part of his 
speech at Winfield Speaker Cannon was 
noticeably affected by the heat. His 
j voice became weak. He backed up 
against a table on the platform, and half 
seated continued to talk. His face 
assumed an unnatural pallor and he 
secured a piece of ice from a pitcher 
and placed it on his head. His head 
dropped to his chest. 

‘“T cannot talk longer,’’ he almost 
gasped. ‘‘There are many more things 
I should like to have said, but I cannot. 
Il am overcome with the heat.” 

Friends rushed forward with a chair 
and an electric fan was turned on him. 
Water and ice were procured and the 
platform was cleared of the curious. 
The audience remained quiet. 

Finally, the Speaker arose, with a 
friend supporting him.on each aside 
and said: “I am sorry I cannot be 
cured; but I have been through three 
years of hard work and worry, and this 
intense heat has been more than I can 
stand. I thank you.” And he sank 
back. 


Did Not Answer Bristow. 
An audience of 4000 persons heard the 


address which it had been reproted 
would be an answer to one made here by 
United States Senator Joseph L. Bristow 
a week ago, but it did not prove to be 
such. Senator Bristow made sensation- 
al charges concerning the rubber sched- 
ules of the bill. 

He said in part: 

“Discontent of a people, is not meas- 
ured by complaints in the press. It is 
measured in a more significant manner 
and makes more intelligible impression 
than that of a penny paper bought, per- 
haps used, thrown away and forgotten. 

* "The pocket nerve is one of the most 
sensitive nerves in our civilization, and 
that nerve igs always the first affected 
by any general discontent or want of 
confidence. I have seen no evidence of 
weakness in the ‘pocket nerve’ out here 
in Kansas, where you are reveling in 
high prices for farm products and show- 
‘Ing no sympathy for those in the East 
who complain about the high prices of 
beef and pork, of wheat and corn. I 
have seen no evidence of attack on the 
‘pocket nerve’ anywhere in the West, 
where business is moving with a push 
rarely seen before. 

Speaker Cannon declared the op- 
ponents of protection have misrepre- 
sented the tariff; lied about its sched- 
ules and resorted to every conceivable 
trick to keep the tariff in politics. 

‘““My information is that in Kansas, 
Senator Bristow with his allies, Gov. 
Stubbs, Representative Murdock and 
others, is opposing the renomination of 
Representatives Scott, Campbell, Aa- 
thony, Calderhead and Reeders for the 
reason that these representatives voted 
for the tariff bill and co-operated with 
their Republican brethren fin the House 
of Representatives. 

Speaking of Representative Murdock 








‘of Kansas, Cannon said: 

“The special rule for the considera- 
tion of the postal savings bank bill was 
advocated by Murdock and other men 
who, in the past, complained of special! 
rules. And Murdock, in his vote of 
June 7, 1910, condemned all his pre- 
vious action against the Committee on 
Rules of the House of Representatives.” 


Oppesed to “Wind Jamming.” 
Cannon spoke of the folly of “wind 


jemming” in the Senate. He said the 
Senate should reform its rules so it 
could bring a bill to a vote in a reason- 
able length of time. He then referred 
to the Insurgents. ° 

“I only quarrel with what the little 
knot of insurgents stand for,” he said. 
“If Bristow, Cummins and company 
trail along after Champ Clark it will be

knot of Insurgents told us to do as they 
wanted us to or they would join the 
Democrats.

“But it will be 
the complete tabulations 
mating the total relief 
the case of fifteen reserve centers Oo 
the West and South the reserve per- 
centegze shown at the end of June was 
fractionallly higher than the figure re 
_ported at the close of March. This 
was to have been expected because of 
the year’s unprecedented loan increase 
disclosed- by the March figures. 

Bank Position Is Better. 

If the banks of the sixteen western 
and middle western states that contrib- 
uted nearly half of the $516,000,000 loan 
increase for the year shown by in- 
_gtitutions outside New York City report 
a thorough going ‘pontraction, the gen- 
eral banking position will be !mmense- 
ly strengthened. 

“The showing will 
not so much on the position of banks 
at the reserve centers as upon the con- 
dition «reported by the several thou- 
sand smalier banks ‘operating in the 
towns and villages of the Southwest, 
where the efforts of land speculators 
to carry through their ambitlous un- 
dertakings have made seriots inroaus 
upon banking resources. 

‘The fortunate feature about the sit- 
vation is that the extent of this bur- 
den was recognized long enough ago 
to enable the banks to reduce their 
commitments, and to curtail) loans to 
speculative borrowers. As soon as the 
March figures were published the banks 
of the more important reserve cen- 
ters joined inj .a.movement to get 
the smaller interior institutions te con- 
tract such loans and force payment in 
cases where renewals were asked. 

“Although attended with some hard- 
ships, this process has been helpful to 
the general bank position of the coun- 
try and has undoubtedly strengthened 
many weak points. The banks are in 
condition, therefore, to report steady 
improvement from now on, and while 
it will take some months to liquidate 
much of this indebtedness, there is lit- 
tle doubt but that the worst abuses 
have been corrected. 

Gold Coming From London. 

“In such a situation, therefore, the 
prospect of receiving large amounts of 
gold from London is certainly reassur- 
ing. Foreign exchange declined this 
week to & basis at which it is difficult 
to see-how the English market can 
ayold making large shipments of metal 
to New York. ‘There have been no in- 
(ications that the Bank of England 
was. trying to check the movement or 
that it would iInterpose any obstacles 
In the way of continuing shipments to 
the United States. 

“It may be expected, therefore, that 
sO long as the movement is kept with- 
in reasonable limits and London bank- 
ers are Satisfied that it Is governed by 
the ordinary operations of the exchange 
market, the gold will be allowed to 
fiont this way. 

“But the moment that the bankers on 
the other side think that the metal 4, 
desired as a basis for stock market 
speculation there !s little doubt that 
{forts will be made to check the drain. 
Ti is evident, also, that Germany wit! 
bid engeriy against the United States 
for the metal at London and that it 
will compete for the weekly arrivals 
from South Africa. 

“In this competition it fs fair to as. 
sime that New York will held its owr 
with Berlin, since the expedient of 1- 
suing finanee bile In such volume as 
te turn exchange decidedly in our favor 
gives us unusual facilities In such op 
erations. ‘The fact that three months’ 
loans can be negotiated in London for 
less than half the rates charged here 
shows that there is good reason why 
tankers here should borrow abroad at 
this time, if they possess the necessary 
facilities. ‘

It would seem that present prices for 
the near months are purely fictitious, 
and yet the longs appear perfectly will- 
ing to accept all cotton tendered in 
consequence of the high levels main- 
tained. Judging from the lack of ‘1e- 
mand from consumers for raw cotton, 
as evidenced by the inability of numer- 


in 


anywhere on the globe, the New York 
bull leaders are doubtless incurring a 
loss in buying cotton at contract prices. 
The only conceivable explanation of 
their attitude is that the contracts were 
taken on at low price» and the holders 
fear that if they attempt to liquidate 
without accepting deliveries they will 
put the market down on themselves and 
sustain a greater loss than they would 
by paying contract prices for the spots 
and then Jiquidating the actual cotton. 

On Tuesday the cotton market, like 
nearly all other markets, was affected 
by the report that Secretary Knox's 
Nicaraguan policy was displeasing to 
Germany and that the Kaiser had as- 
sumed an attitude of defiance toward 
the United States. Later and more defi- 
nite reports modified the news and the 
tone of the market improved forthwith. 

July Option Shows Strength. 

The general trend of prices during the 
week was rather upward, particularly 
with reference to the near months. Re- 
markable strength was evidenced by 
July on Thursday morning, when the 
market sold some 2 points above 
Wednesday's close in the face of a 
Liverpool quotation which had discount- 
ed the previous day's advance in New 
York about 15 American points. Interior 
spot markets were very firm during the 
week, with nearly all transactions rep- 
resenting purchases for delivery On con- 
tract. 

The world’s visible supply of raw cot- 
ton is now 2,263,000 bales as compared 
with 2,970,000 bales in 1909. 

Indecision seems to be the rule in the 
cotton goods market. Buyers are aware 
that mills have marked goods down to 
cost and in many cases below cost, 
and yet the orders placed represent 
merely purchases of sample lines or at 
best meager stocks.

BULL MOVE IN 


WHEAT MARKET 
S STILL ON 


Damage Reports Lift Prices 
to Highest on the 
Crop. 








Under the influence of sensationa! 
crop damage reports, wheat values dur- 
ing the past wcek mounted rapidly to 
new record figures and closed the 
trading with a bull market in full swing 
around the highest level. 

Not since the Patten deal of over a 
year ago has the market shown such 
breadth and strength. The public is 
interested and until the unforeseen hap- 
pens it is impossible to foretell just 
where and when the advance will cul- 
minate, 

That it will culminate in a violent 
break goes without saying, for this is 
the inevitable climax of all speculative 
orgies like the present one. 

Granting that the crop damage report- 
ed is reasonably authentic, the specula- 
tion will ultimately carry prices widely 
out of line with actual conditions. 

Rain will ultimately come in the 
threatened districts, and then be the 
damage, 40 or 50 per cent, a wild specu- 
lative scramble to secure profits w.d 
result. 

Advance a Long. One. 

The advance has been continued so 
iong and advertised so thoroughly that 
the long account must be a badly ex- 
tended one, and undermined by pyra- 
mid accounts and stop-losg orders. 

Furthermore, the abolition of indemni- 
ty trading has removed a support which 
was always to be counted on, in either 
side of the market, when the advance 
or decline had gone far enough to per- 
mit hedging at a profit. 

This support is now eliminated, which 
only adds to the susceptibility of the 
market once a movement contrary to 
the general public tender.cy is started. 

Reports of experts, during the week, 
lowered the estimates of the spring 
wheat crop in the three big states ma- 
terilally, from the 163,000,000 bu _ indi- 
cated by the Government report. 

R. E. Smith of Minneapolis places the 
yield at 125,000,000 bu, Lyle at 160,000,000 
bu, H. V. Jones at 150,000,000 and others 
from 130,000,000 to 140,000,000 - bu. 
estimates compare with last year’s yield 
of. 230,000,000 bu. 

In addition to this enormous estimated 
Shortage, the Canadian advices were of 
an alarming character, and yield esti- 
mates dropped as low as 80,000,000 bu, 
against a production of over 126,000,000 
bu last year. 

To ‘further stimulate the fires of bu]! 
enthusiasm, reports of wet weather in 
the winter wheat belt, delaying the har- 
vest and causing sprouting in the shock, 
were received. Then, to crown all ef- 
forts of the crop destroyers, Russia, 
which raises over 700,000,000 bu of wheat, 
was reported as suffering from intense 
heat and the crop going back daily. 

Other News Is Ignored, 

Little attention was paid to anything 
but crop news during the week. The 
receipts of wheat in the Northwest con- 
tinue heavy, in direct contradiction of 
the sensational crop damage reports. 

It would seem if conditions there were 
s9 extremely bad that it would be policy 
for the farmer to hold his grain, yet 
receipts are largely in excess of last 
year. 

Kansas City is also rolling up a heavy 
toll of new grain, with Texas, Okla- 
homa, Kayeas and other important 
States falling into Iine with an indi- 
cated large movement. 

European stocks are 
last year.

bu a year ago. 

Even with the estimated losses justi- 
fied the supply for the world's consump- 
tion will be little less than a year ago, 
and with an advance of 2c a bushel 
in a little over a month, it looks, all 
things considered, as if the speculation 
was well upon dangerous ground. 

Cash markets were firm throughout, 
wheat, both soft and hard, belog ir 
good demand, especially in the local 
market. Corn was higher, with both 
white and mixed grades wanted. Oats 
were wanted, with the best inquiry in 
the white grades. 

Corn and oats were strong through- 
out the week in sympathy with wheat. 
The sensational rise in feed, especially 
oats, of 10c a bushel in the Canadian 
Northwest, was a stimulating influence. 

Reports from:the corn belt ware uni- 
versally optimistic, and unless the un- 
foreseen happens, a record yield is in- 
dicated.

Taft Attaches Great Impor- 
tance to Election Outcome

BEVERLY, Mass., July 16.—If any~- 
one thinks the house of Roosevelt 15 
not in the political arena, he is sadly 
mistaken, for “‘Nick’ Longworth is 
tonight the most likely candidate of the 
Republicans for governor of Ohio and 
Theodore Roosevelt Douglas Robinson 
is a probable candidate for the con- 
gressional nomination in the Utica, N. 
Y., district. 

Longworth’s name was pushed to the 
front tonight, after an all day running 
conference between Ohio Republicans, 
who are here to confer with President 
Taft. These men and Taft will practi- 
cally select the party’s candidate and 
will then return to Ohio and tell the 
voters what they heard from their mas- 
ter’s voice. 

Longworth has said that he does not 
want the honor and will not accept the 
nomination, but he is in imminent dan- 
ger of having to change his mind. A 
prominent Ohio politician, who saw Taft 
yesterday and is at Oyster Bay today 
in conference with Roosevelt, will ar- 
rive her in time for a Sunday confer- 
ence with Taft. It is because of this 
man’s activity that the Longworth 
boom is heard hereabouts tonight. 
Platform Is Important. 
All day Sunday a formal conference 
between the Ohio leaders and Taft will 
be in progress here to build a platform 
that wiil carry the heavy weight of 
Republican failures and accomplish- 
ments. 
Senator Charles Dick of Ohlo and 
Wade Ellis, chairman of the Ohio exec- 
utive committee, who submitted their 
ideas to President Taft yesterday, re- 
main in Beverly. Senator Burton of 
Ohio will arrive tomorrow. With him, 
or co-incident with his arrival, will 
come Carmi Thompson, one of the 
avowed candidates for governor; Wal- 
ter Brown, former chairman of the Re- 
publican executive committee, and pos- 
sibly Myron T.. Herrick, a_ tentative 
candidate for United States Senator. 
Boss George B. Cox of Cincinnati is 
not known to be included in the list, 
but he is within a few hours’ Call. 
The Ohio State platform, to be writ- 
ten here tomorrow, is regarded so im- 
portant by the President and the Re- 
publican party that not a sentefice or 
a phrase will be unscrutinized. All the 
@aders are agreed on the general prop- 
sitions. These are:

St. Louis as rival leaders, in waich, 
each strove as hard to win as when 
they represented the famous Manhat- 
tan club. 

The clash of Bresnahan, now mana~- 
ger of the Cardinals, and Bill Dahlen, 


commander of the Superbas, brings up 
the question as to the present where- 
abouts of the others who were members 
ef the érack New York team .i1at won 
pefinants in 1904 and 190 anu defeated 
the Athletics of Philadelphia, the latter 
year, in the world’s championship 
series. , 

Of the Giant regulars in 196 only 
Arthur Devlin remains. Of courre, 
Christy Mathewson, the peerless twirl- 
er, is still with McGraw. 5So are Wiltse 
and Leon Ames. Our own Roger was 
the last of the stars to remain with 
the Broadway Boys. He came to St. 
Louis at the beginning of the 1909 sea- 
gon in ‘the well known trade in which 
Pitchers Raymond, Karger and 
Fromme and Outfielder Murray figured. 
McGraw has probably regretted the 
deal every day since, as with Bresna- 
han a member of his team this year, he 
would probably repeat his triumphs of 
1904 and 1906. 

When Dahien Quit, 

Dahien left the Giants several years 
ago along with Catcher Frank Bower- 
man, Dan McGann, the first baseman, 
and George Browne, who played right 
field. They were sent to the Boston 
Nationals, along with Pitcher Fergu- 
gon, in exchange for Fred Tenney, Al 
Bridwell and Catcher Tom Needham. 
Bridwell is the only member of the 


former Boston trio who is still with the 


Giants. And he’s one of the stars of 


| the team, being Dahlen’s successor. 


Dahlen played as a regular with the 
Doves of Boston untfl the close of last 
season. Then it was arranged for him 
to take hold of the Brooklyn club, suc- 
ceeding Harry Lumley as manager. 
Dahlen, after almost a quarter of a cen- 
tury of playing, has now retired from 
active participation, although he sstill 
appears in uniform and takes the coach- 
ing line. 

But of the other Giants. Browne, who 
has already been mentioned, has done 
oensiderable shifting sincé leaving Mo- 
Graw’s employ. After service with the 
Boston club, he was picked up and car- 
ried by Frank Chance of the Cubs of 
Chicago for a while. Then he was 
turned over to the Washington club of 
the American League. He lasted there 
less than a year and is now on his last 
lege as a member of the White Sox of 
Chicago, 

Mike Donlin, the crack outfielder of 
the Giants, is now an’actor. He for- 
sook the diamond, during the height of 
his career, for the footlights, because of 
the greater salary '‘e can command 
trodding the. boards. 

The veteran McGann, after being 

counted out as a big leaguer, was 
taken up by John McUloskey and 
continues to hold down the first sack 
with the Milwaukee (American Asso- 
ciation) team. 
_Amother famous member of Mo- 
Graw's old pitching staff was Joe 
McGinnity, the “iron man” of the 
National League He dropped out 
two seasons ago, taking up the 
managerial end of the game as head 
of the Newark (Eastern League) 
olub. Although a star in fast com- 
pany for many years, McGinnity 
still takes his regular turn on the 
‘mound, having pitched more games 
in the Eastern League than any 
other twirler in the organization. 

“Bandow” Mertes, the heavy-hit- 
ting left fielder of the Giants when 
they won the world’s championship, 
lasted but a short while after the 
team annexed the highest baseball 
honors. He came to the St. Louis 
club in 1906 as part of the trade by 
whieh Danny Shay and “Spike” Shan- 
nen went to MoGraw’s club.

$1000 Emblem. 





The annual ten-mile river swim, to 
be held under the auspices of the Mis- 
sourit Athletic Club, on Labor day, 
will have the biggest entry list in its 
history if the value and the size of 
the prize to be awarded are an in- 
ducement towards bringing the coun- 
try’s best exponents of the art to this 
section for competition. 

The members of the Cherry Dia- 
mond organization, eager to perpetu- 
ate the event since the permanent 
winning of the Adolphus Busch $1000 
cup, have all given liberal sums ag- 
gregating a like amoifht and have se- 
cured a cup which will go down on 
record as one’ of the handsomest tro- 
phies ever awarded for an amateur 
event. ; 

The new cup occupies a conspicu- 
ous place in the M. A, C. lobby, stand- 
ing in a large glass cnse about four 
feet in height. The silver cup itself, 
outside of the ebony base upon which 
it stands, is about thirty inches in 
height. It is handsomely designed, 
having two large handles upon which 
sit two women holding laure] wreaths 
in their extended arms, while on the 
top is the emblem of &8t. Louls, 
“To the Front,” under which, around 
the band, is the emblem of the Mis- 
souri Athletiqg Club. On the bottom, 
on either side of the cup, are two 
swimmers ready to plunge, making a 
total of five human figures. 

Harry Handy, of the Illinois A. C., 
captured the event three successive 
times and won permanently the beauti- 
ful cup donated by Adolphus Busch. 

Handy, was, however, under tem- 
porary suspension from the I. A. O. 
and the A. A. U., but provisions have 
been made to have him reinstated so 
that he may return to St. Louis for his 
fourth time to compete. 

Same Course to Be Used. 

The swim will be over the same course 
as in previous years, from the Chain 
of Rocks to the Fads Bridge, and 
with the inaugurel race for the new 
cup every provision will be made to- 
wards the comfort and safety of the 
contestant and the success of the event 
as a whole. 

Fivery athlete who has competed in 
any of the three races in the same 
period of time will receive an entry 
blank for the Labor day race, be- 
sides blanks will be sent to all those 
requesting them and to all prominent 
athletic clubs over the country just as 
soon as they are received from the 
printer. 

The cup should be an inducement 
te some of the crack swimmers of 
New York, who in all probability will 
compete for the first time in the 
event. 

Some of the best local swimmers 
belonging to the club have already 
set forth to train.

aipping of flags, the first outdoor mill- 
tary mass ever celebrated in St. Louis 
will begin at 11 o’clock this morning at 
Sportsman's Park, in celebration of the 
50Cth anniversary of the Polish victory 
at Gruenewald, on July 16. 1410. 


The participants in the exercises will 
be the members of the four Polish par- 
ishes of the city—St. Stanislaus, St. Cas- 
imir, St. Hedwig and Our Lady of 
Czestozhowa.

In Poland the custom is to begin mili-

They 
belong to an erganization of cadets 
maintained by St. Casimirs Church. 
There will be a second volley and a 
salute of flags at the consecration of 
the mass. 

The parishioners, to the number of 
several thousand, will gather at Grand 
and Sullivan avenues and march into 
the park in a body. The altar from 
St. Casimir’s Church will be erected 
near the third base foul line, and the 
seats of the Browns’ grandstand will 
serve as pews. 

As an offertory, the children of the 
choirs in the four parishes will sing 
the first Christian hymn composed in 
the Polish language, “Boga Rodzico 
Dziewico,”” which means “Mother of 
God.”’ 

Following the mass, speeches wil! be 
delivered tn four languages.

Eighteen years ago the city con- 
jemned 120 acres for waterworks, and 
‘ondemnation proceedings are now un- 
jer way for 24 acres more for this pur- 
oose. The commission appraised the 
ast 24 acres at $1400 an acre, but the 
‘ity demurred, had the commission 
hrown out and another appointed, 
which further reduced the value of the 
sroperty.

Sign and Means of 
Escaping tke Cost of 
Living.

CLEVELAND, O., July 16.—John D. 
Rockefeller has been playing golf again. 
I found him at it out on his links at 
Forest Hill, his summer home near here. 
When in doubt John D. plays golf. It 
ia one of the means by which he hopes 
to live to be a hundred. 

‘Have you noticed,’’ said Rockefeller 
as he permitted me to follow him over 
the links, “how everyone wants to get 
into the country now? I’m not speak- 
ing of this immediate season, or of the 
warm weather. It is-a matter of the 
movement in recent years. The high 
cost of living is driving people out of 
the cities. A few years ago people 
used to be satisfied with a few days 
out of town, or at best a summer home. 
Now many people want to live in the 
ccuntry the greater part of the year. 
The high prices of foodstuffs are 
sending people back to the farm. 


Easy to Get into Country. 
“Of course, the country is more ac- 


cessible now. Rapid transportation and 
modern conveniences make suburban 
and country homes far more desirable 
than city homes of a few years ago. 
But it is really the high cost of living 
that is sending the peeple into the su- 
burbs and country places. People are 
finding that not only can they live more 
cheaply, but that their health is better 
for this movement which is evident in 
every part of the land. It is a very im- 
portant movement and will go a long 
way toward solving the problem of the 
high cost of living. 

“The people who are buying homes on 
the outskirts of the cities and homes in 
the country are not satisfied with homes 
alone. They are buying enough land to 
raise vegetables and chickens. Even 
the most modestly paid wage-earners 
are supplying themselves with such 
homes in the outlying districts of the 
large cities. With little effort they sup- 
ply their tables with fresh vegetables 
from their own gardens, fresh eggs and 
fresh poultry. The high cost of living 
has little terror for them. 

“A few years ago it seemed as if 
everyone wanted to live in the cities. 
Now, fortunately, the tide has turned. 
Nearly everyone wants to live in the 
country. It is a most healthful sign. 

“There is something besides mere 
money getting in the world. Life in 
the country enables men in business to 
do better work. It sends them to their 
offices, factories or stores full of vigor. 
And when they are ready to rete they 
are able to spend quiet days in which 
they will find great joy.”’ 

I remarked that this sounded like good 
advice to the young men of the time. 


Caution to the Young Man. 
“The young men?’ repeated Rocke- 


feller. ‘“‘I hear great things abeut them. 
On every side I see thousands of bright, 
active, aggressive young men who are 
making their way in the world. I hope 
they will all succeed. But I hope they 
will remember that there is something 
else than business. They should turn 
their thoughts, even when they are en- 
grossed in business affairs, into other 
ehannels of usefulness. They should oc- 
cupy their minds with other things aiso. 
That will give a keener relish. They 
should look forward to the determina- 
tion of what shall come out of all their 
toil, out of the success which they will 
make by their industry. They will en- 
joy their business life a great deal mcre 
if they have other ends in view.” 

Rockefeller is talking more fram 
the vantage point of 71 years—he 
celebrated his seventy-first birthday 
on July 8. 

I asked him about hig habits, ana 
he did not find that he had modified 
or simplified the program of last 
summer. 

While his mornings at Forest #111 
are taken up with golf, his after- 
noons are principally devoted to au- 
tcmobile rides around the surround- 
ing country. It is not generally 
known the richest man in the world 
sets out for adventures not unlike 
Caliph Haroun Al Raschid of the 
“Arabian Knights.” He likes to visit 
unfrequented roads and villages. nick 
up pedestrians and take them for a 
ride. He will find out more about 
them than Li Hung Chang without 
asking one-tenth as many questions. 

Some days he will go into eut-oft- 
the way sections of the city and en- 
gage in conversation with street 
foremen and laborers who are un- 
aware of his identity. He has had 
many strange and amusing adven- 
tures, and of course it has enabica 
him to get a vast amount of infor. 
mation at first hand that otherwise 
would never reach his ears. 

I chanced to use the word “vacation” 
in this trudge over the links. 

Vacation Has Double Use, 

“Vacation? A good idea,” he de. 
clared, with a glow of interest. “If g 
vacation is honestly earned it is of yn- 
doubted benefit. Of course,”” he added. 
with a smilie, “a continual vacation is 
fust as bad or worse than none.” 

Riockefeller has no sympathy with 
mere idlers. “But,” he went on, ‘aq 
brief respite from the office or factory, 
spent in the country out In the open 
air, wil make a man bealthier and hap- 
pier and consequently enable him to 
do better work when he returns. Then, 
too, a vacation is a good thing for an 
employer. It enables him to find out 
just how much an employe is worth.” 

There's an idea for you! Go on a 
vacation and show the boss how valu- 
able you are.

“It grants new trials just to give the partiesa chance to play another inning at the game of 
justice. It creates vested rights in errors of procedure, of the benefit whereof parties are not to 
he deprived. The inquiry is not, what do substantive law and justice require? Instead the 
inquiry is, have the rules of the game been carried out strictly? 

“If the law is a mere game, neither the players who take part in it nor the public who wit- 
ness ft can be expected to yield to its spirit when their interests are served by evading it.

. opinion to.a body of lawyers at a meeting of the Minnesota Bar Association not long ago: 


“Our administration of the criminal law has broken down, It is an unwcorkable ma- 


chine. I know we convict men and send them to the penitentiary, but I state it here asa 
fair statement of the administration of the criminal law in America, that if a man has the 
means to employ counsel so as to make a fight, as we 8ay, in the majority of cases he can 
escape punishment for crime. The trial can be protected and enmeshed in such a compli- 
cation of pleading and evidence as to result in a majority of cases in error which, under this 
pernicious doctrine of presumed prejudice, will nullify @ conviction,” 

Dean Lawson has gone at length into the evils of appeal in this country in criminal cases, 
showing the crass absurdities to which lawyers will resort to evade or to circumvent the pur- 
pose of the law. 

In an article in the Kansas City Bar Monthly,-Mr. Lawson said: 

“Every criminal case in this country must go through, in some states, two courts, in others 
three courts and sometimes four, the trial court and the appellate courts. In only one of them— 
the ‘trial court—is the guilt or innocence of the prisoner ordinarily the subject of examination, 
the time and learning of the appellate courts being taken up in examining the machinery of the 
first. 

“This right to appeal is unlimited. It matters not that, on the trial, the proof against the 
criminal was clear and uncontrovertible; that tothe minds of the judge, jury and spectators the 
correct verdict had been arrived at, beyond the shadow of a doubt; he is allowed to appeal, even

The facts were very simple. The prisoner wasindicted for murder. The evidence of the State 
showed that the prisoner and one P—— were in a pool room; that they quarreled; that a scuffle 
took place between them, after which the prisoner picked up a club and, in the language of a 
witness, gave him ‘« hard lick on the side of the head.” The deceased fell, never recovered 
consciousness and died 36 hours later.

Flying Is More Exciting 
Than Falling, He Says, 
and Less Dangerous 


T is very evident that Charles K. Ham- 

ilton, the famous aviator, was born to 

be a bird-man. When he was 14 

years old he jumped from a railroad 

trestle 50 feet to the ground, with no 

more injury than a little shaking. In 

the past six years, since he has taken 

to flying, he has fallen altogether 10,645 

eet—a little more than two miles! At one 

time he fell 4200 feet and would have been 

dashed to death but for the fact that the 

gas bag of his dirigible balloon, which had 

burst, formed a parachute 200 feet above 

the ground and broke the fall. As tt was, 

he struck the roof of a building with such 

force that he was confined to a hospital for 
three weeks. 

Some of his other falls, although from 
much lower altitudes, have injured him 
more seriously. In fact, there is scarcely 
any part of his body that has escaped in- 
jury. 

Strange as it may seem, he has had only 
four falls since he took up the flying ma- 
chine last November. Three of these took 
place at Hammondsport, N. Y., while he was 
learning to fly. He cut off corners too close- 
Ay in his biplane, with the result that he was 
dashed to the ground on one occasion 60 feet, 
and on two occastons 50 feet below. 

His most serious fall in a flying machine 
took place last April near Seattle. While 
flying 225 feet above Lake Washington, om 
of the wires that controls the planes jumpeN 
its pulley, with the result that the machine 
turned over three times and fell into the 
water. In the fall Hamuilton’s head was 
jammed against one of the heavy poles on 
the machine and he was unconscious for 
three hours after he was rescued. 

This, however, was trifling in comparison 
with his 4200-foot fall. In fact, it 1s doubtful 
f any man has ever fallen such a distance 
and lived to tell of it. The fact that he 

escaped death 1s marvelous. But let the 
ung aviator tell of it himself.

as the wind was light, I was 
able to perform every ma- 
nouver. After I had circled 
around several times for the 
benefit of the crowd, I went 
up, up, up until I was about 
5000 feet above the city—nearly a mile. In fact, 
I was so high that thd people below could not 
see the balloon. A 50-foot balloon can be seen 
nearly a mile away, and as I was in a 98-foot one 
I am certain that 5000 feet is a very conservative 
estimate. 

“T had just begun, to descend and had dropped 
600 feet gradually, when without warning the gas 
bag burst and the machine began to fall. The 
instant I heard the explosion I knew what had 
happened and I thought everything was over. |! 
knew that a fall from that height would dash me 
to pieces, and I also knew there was nothing I[ 
could do to save myself. My whole life flashed 
through my brain. I thought of everything I had 
and hadn’t done. The mere sensation of falling 
Wasn’t particularly unpleasant. I had fallen so 
many times that I was used to it. If I had 
known that I wouldn’t be dashed to death, the 
fall would have been little more than a thrilling 
experience. However, I knew that I should be 
killed, and the quick review of my whole life 
was terrifying. I don’t know how many seconds 
I was falling. It might have been ‘15; it might 
have been 20, or even more, It seemed an eter- 
nity. : 

“Down, down, down I went. The rush of the 
air was so great I couldn't breathe. Suddenly 
when the city loomed up directly below me and 
I thought every second I should be smashed into 
a thousand pieces the gas bag of the balloon 
spread out like a parachute. It was only an acci- 
,dent that it did so. It had been cracking and 
flapping above me, making a terrific racket, and 
how or why it spread out 200 feet above the 
ground instead of 60 or 10 feet—when it would 
have been too late—no one will ever know. It 

spread out, however, and that saved my life. 

y fall was not stopped, but the parachute made 
‘Ss; the gas bag broke it to such an extent that 
when I crashed upon the roof of a hotel I was 
simply knocked unconscious. Part of the engine 
went through the roof, but within five minutes 
after it struck I was able to get up and walk 
away. Not a bone was broken, but the shaking 
up I got was so terrific that I had to spend the 
next three weeks in a hospital. Of course, I was 
covered with bruises, but I wasn’t really badly 
hurt. Several falls that I have had from gliders 
had far more disastrous consequences. The bal- 
loon was far more seriously injured than I. 

“Palling is not an unpleasant sensation—at 
least for me. If I feel certain of striking deep 
water I aon’t mind a fall from any height. Some 
people have the idea that if a man falls from 
a great height—from the top of the Metropolitan 
Tower, for instance—he !s dead before he strikes 
the ground. Of course, a man might die of heart 
failure from such a fall, but if he has a fairly 
good heart he will be just as much alive the mo- 
‘ment before he strikes the ground as he was be- 
fore he fell a foot. Of course, a man can't breathe 
when he is falling, but almost anyone oan hold 
his breath for a minute. In fact, a man who 











| has been under water three minutes can be re- 


_ Vived. And in three minutes a man could fall 


many miles through the air. In a minute— 
which is not a very long time to hold one’s 
breath—-a man could fall several miles. In 
my fall of 4200 feet I don’t suppose I was 
prevented from taking a breath for more 
than 20 seconds. Of course, I have a strong 
heart. In fact, my heart doesn’t beat well un- 
less I am having some excitement. I should like 
to have a job falling off Brooklyn Bridge every 
day. I'd fall off ten times a day if there was 
enough money in it. It would be a shame to take 
the mioney, however, it’s so easy. All you have 
to do is to double yourself up like a ball just 
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before you gtrike the water. 
The fall won't hurt you a 
bit if you strike the surface 
that way. You go down 
pretty deep and you want 
to take a breath before you 
come to the surface, but if 
you can resist that impulse 
it is all very simple. 

“T have fallen into the 
North River at least 50 
times from heights averag- 
ing a hundred feet, That 
was when I was first learn- 
Ing to fly with gliders, in 
the winter of 1904-05. Of 
course, many of my falls 
were only 60 or 70 feet, but 
I had a few 200-foot falls 
inte the icy waters and I 
wasn't very badly injured— 
a dislocated arm or leg or 
something trivial like that. 
I even had one 800-foot fall

Jobn Wilson Jr. had come home 
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With age bearing heavily upon him, Tecumseh 
received John Wilson Jr. far more kindly than 
it had seen him depart 36 years before. His 
exit had been forceful and pitiable. He had been 
driven from his home by his infuriated father. 
And still more humiliating were the bitter words 


that had been burned into his brain as his parent. 


flung open the door of their dugout home on the 
160-acre claim- near the town and shouted: 

“John Wilson, I wish you were in hell. Never 
let your body dark@m my door nor your shadow 
appear in my presence. I never want to see your 
face again.” 

What disgrace had John Wilson brought upon 
his parents? With his father, who was 
familiarly called “Judge” Wilson and “Old 
Scotch” by his neighbors, and his mother, 
Ellen Black Wilson, he had come as a 
child to Nebraska from Northern Scotland. On 
the claim that his father. entered he had been 
reared. Old Scotch” was a typical tyrant. He 
“Nked authority. He exercised it over his familly. 
He loved whisky. Often he drank it. His wife 
laced and unlaced his shoes. John Wilson Jr. 
stood the unpleasantness of the old home life 
until 1872. Then he went to Iowa City, Io., and 
studied law. Two years later he was back home 
with a degree and a desire to pract'se. 

“Old Scotch” was obdurate. He needed the boy 
on the farm. The son would not stay. Then the 
storm broke and John was kicked out. The 
father repented too late. In story books they 
always do. “Old Scotch,” intensely human anda 
real character in real life, was genuinely sorry 
he had sent his son away. He sought him the 
country over. His advertisements in the news- 
papers were never answered by his son. The 
mother died of a broken heart. Age and grief 
killed “Old Scotch.” 

Before he died, July 22, 1995, “Old Seotch” 
wrote a will disposing of his $39,000 estate. In 
it he referred to ten questions which he had writ- 
ten separately—ten mysterious questions which 
enyone returning claiming to be his son must 
first answer in a satisfactory manner before he 
could obtain the property. This offer was to 
stand open for five years. In case the missing 
heir failed to appear and correctly answer the 
ten questions, the will provided that the estate 
be legally divided among “Old Scotch’s three 
nephews, James Kinniburgh, Duncan 
Kinniburgh and Donald Black.

In the cool spots about the grocery 
and the meat market, country men and women 
who knew Johnny Wilson when he owned a bob- 
tailed shepherd dog and played “hookey”’ from 
the little schoolhouse down in the Spring Creek 
District, have gathered daily..

BERNARD SHAW recently said that he was assured 
of immortality, as henceforth the encyclopedias 
will catalogue him: “Shaw, subject of a bust by 
Rodin; otherwise unknown.” 

If this be all that is required for enduring fame, 
then an unprecedentedly large number of persons 
at the present time are being immortalized, for busts and 
statues are vastly in vogue. 

Sculpture is having its revival in America as well as in Europe. 
When the late J. Q. A. Ward began his career here he had few 
American competitors for public monument commissions, and 
those few lived abroad, mostly in Rome. Today the works of Saint- 
Gaudens, French, MacMonnies, Bernard, Borglum, Bartlett, Part- 
ridge and a score of other native sculptors have brought honors 
te themselves and to the country, and are almost as popular as 
the celebrated masterpieces of painting. 

Paris today is the Mecca of sculptors of all nationalities, includ- 
ing her own. Where New York has one Macdougal Alley, the 
French capital has a hundred. Not only the big men of France, 
like Rodin, Charpentier, Cornu, Morice, Boucher, Bartholome and 
Michel live and work there, but they hold court and have their 
salons, and receive the Michaelangelos and Canovas, as well as 
wealthy patrons who come as ambassadors from other lands. Their 
pupils and disciples of both sexes are legion. In short, Paris is the | 
modern sculptor’s Alma Mater, and hands him out the honors and 
diplomas which help him to sell his work and to secure cash-pay- j 




































































ing commissions elsewhere. 

Rodin, for instance, has just been promoted to the rank of 
Grand Cross of the Legion of Honor, and feted at a public ban- 
quet.

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| _sOOF GARDENS are springing up like little oases of green on the desert of 
i roofs that top apartment buildings, residences, and even flats, all through 

| the city. For those who either cannot or do not want to go away during 

the hot months the garden at the top of the house helps to make the sum- 

——— = mer nights not only bearable but very enjoyable. It opens a new life to 
the people of the North by borrowing one of the most picturesque phases of the 
Tropics and applying it practically to our needs. High above the street, behind a 
low parapet, are many of these gardens, laid out between the smokeless chimneys. 
Everything that projects above the roof is utilized to add beauty to the breathing 
spct under the sky and to make it more secluded by covering it with growing plants 
or as a support for a flower box. From chimney to chimney runs a lattice, built in, 
or a wire netting, over which to train vines. All along the coping are boxes filled 
with trailing and flowering plants, chosen for their hardiness—old-fashioned flowers 
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whose name is legion. In odd corners are groups of palms and plants with huge 
green leaves. From the uprights are strung wires supporting hanging baskets, and 
shading it all is a gayly striped awning. There are hammocks, lounging chairs and 
fiber rugs that are uninjured by sun or rain. 

While several of the apartment buildings in the fashionable residence district 
near Forest Park have boasted roof gardens for a summer or two, not until quite 
recently have gardens been planned for in building private residences, and now they 
are entering into the scheme of everyday summer life to such an extent that some- 
where about the house is an open roof accessible from the stairway, predestined for a 
garden. On the roof of the apartment houses each family has a little roof all their 
own, where they go after sunset and after dinner to enjoy the cool evening air. No 
matter how hot or sultry the night, high up above the noise and the heated pavements 
there is always a breeze. 

On the flat roofs of flat buildings a garden can be made with little expense. A 
swsooden stairway gives easy access, and on your very own roof, sereened in by vines 
and lattice shades, the garden becomes a most delightful sleeping place. Many wom- 
en and men who work need such a place, and if they knew how easily it could be 
secured the demand would put roofs out of reach. 

This is how three business women man aged it. They rented the top floor of an 
old residence in a once fashionable district, now given over to boarding houses. The 
rooms had a large roof, reached by means of a pair of rather. perpendicular stairs and 
a trap door. They had a lean-to built for a kitchen, furnished part of the roof for a 
dressing room, a space for a living room and another for their cots or hammock-beds. 
l.ows of vines and flowers separated the spaces and made a perfect bower. Here 
they lived as much as the weather permitte d, only the steadiest downpour driving 
them to their quarters. They worked and played, ate and slept on the roof, in the 
sunshine and moonshine, and the autumn found no wornout nerves or tired bodies. 
They stayed im town all summer, and felt b etter than if they had gone away. 

The care of the plants in a roof garden is greater than on the earth, because, as 
there is less moisture above, they must be watered more frequently. But their care 
aud watching them bud and blossom is part of the fun. Try making a garden at the 
top of the house and see what a joy it will be in the breathless summer nights, when 
‘the city is like an oven and the country far away.
